et Set of Religion, among a profejied people of 
God. but even their Sayings, Traditions, Do- 
drines, Frames, SyStimes, or Compoſures, are all 
and every of them to be tried and judged of by the 
words and ſayings of the boly Apo$tles and Pro- 
phets; and wherein ſoever any of theirs, or any 


mans DcGrine or Sayings diſagree there-with, 


they may aud ong\'t to be rejefiedof wa. Hut their 
Sayings are in all things to be Rewerenced and Re- 
ceived witbout doubt or ſuſpition, as the Sayings 
of God (as indeed they are) though mitcred and 
given forthby men. And even as Christ though

art a Teacher come from God, for no man Can ds thafe Mirg- 
cles which thou dot , except God lewihhim, And yet he 
came Ly Night z either being leted by his othcr buſineſs to 
come by Day : or rather as being not yet ſo. ſirong in his 
affeQion to him, as for his ſake to be willing to undergo 
the reproches and rebukes that an open Day-light reſort 
ro him, andowning of him, might have occaſioned ro him, 
He loved, yet it's likely ro retain his honour with his Bre- 
thren, and to avold the ſpeech of People about him, and 


yet fo much he foved him, as come to him he would, and

Nor 
doth our Saviourupbraid him with his weakneſs, or brand 
Connrifinels for ſo cloſe and hidden an 
acknowledgment of him, bur bears therewith, till better 
knowledge of him, and more acquaintance with him might 
put more Conrage into him;aSatrerward we find itdidz for 
he durſt and did plead for him-among-arid againſt his 
Enemies, /&þ.7,50,51; Yea, and when he was in his 
loweſt abaſement, Crucified, and put todeath as a Ma- 
lefator, and was hanged upon the Ctoſs , or Tree, in a 
molk ſhameful: and reptochful manner , he durſt_and did 
owt him fofar asr0. joys wich 7oſeph of - Arimathea in be- 
ftowing an honourable burying upon his then'dead my 
: Fob. 
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Foh, 19. 3$, 39, 4c, honouring him when dead, whodi 
allthe Authority and chiefeſt of the Pricfts and Rulers 
had diſhonourably perſecuted while 3live ; and ceaſed not 
until chey had put him to Death : yea, and then alſo re- 
puted and blaſphemouſly ſpake off as'a Deceiver 3: yea, he 
then owned him when the re# of the Diſciples,: yen even 
the Apoſiles , had forſaken -and left him. Surely out 
Lord herein ſet us a good Example, verifying the Prophe- 
cy that went before of him, wiz. that he ſhould zot cry, 
nor lift up, nor cauſe his Voice to be heard tn the Streets 5, that 
he ſhould not break & bruiſed Reed , nor quenth the (ſmoking 
Flax, till he bring forth judament #nto viffory. Ia. 42.2,3, 
And alſo by ſhewing himlelf meek and lowly in this caſe, 
Condemned that Pride and raſhneſs of Spirit ,too ready to 


ſhew it ſelf in others that are to0-apt to'upbiaid the weak» = 


neſs and timerouſneſs of new beginners, Let us learneo fol- 
low his good Example, and emeertainany that come to ſeek 
Chriſt with us, though they come trembling at the firſt, 
and ſhew ſome fearfulneſs to be known by others to do 
ſo well, Its an evidence of .an hearty love when men 
wlll venture after Chriſt notwithſtanding 'they!kinow the 
therein go crofs to the worlds opinion, and dotharwhi 
they would turn upon them as a reproch,-though yer its 
a qe cog of weakneſs ro be afraid or aſhamed ir:thould

as to its being, for indeed, boththe Bapriſt aad our Saviour 
had preached its nighieſs, and thereupon, exhorted the 
people torepentance. 44t. 3. 2. and 4. 17. yea,the Phart- 
ſees afterward inquired of himof the time of its coming, 
as taking it for granted, that it would certainly come in its 
time. Zub, 17. 20, And the people thought it ſhovid ſhort» 
ly be manifeſted, Luk, 19,11. And doubtleſs Nicodemwus 
efired toſce andenter it ; and therefore our Saviour here 
inſtruRed and informed him what is requiſite and neceſla- 
ry thereto ; affirming his Doctrine with a double aſleve- 
ration. Verily,verily, 1 ſay unto thee that except « man Le born 
again ( «vor or from above ) be cannot ſee the Kingdom of 
Ged.T har happy fate in which God more immediately ru- 
ling and bearing ſway,fills choſe that are ſubje& and obedi- 
ent to his Government with Righteouſneſs, Peace, and Joy 
in the Holy Ghoſt here ;, and with Life and Glory Ever- 
laſting in Soul and Body for ever hereafter is not tobe ſcen, 
known, or injoyed, but by new Creatures ; thoſe that are 
born from above, Thisearthly and carnal birth is fo much 
defiled. and uſhers in ſuch pollution of fin and morality 
. becauſe of (in, that we are not fit without another higher 
birth for the priviledges of Gods Kingdom, into which as 
waclean or wnrighteous thing (as weall are by nature) may 
find admiſſion, In this natural birth we defcend of the 
firſt Adamas fallenfrom God,and begetting in his own fin- 
fo! and metal. likeneſs: but irs neceſſary to our injoyment 
of Gods K 
begets Children in his image and likeneſs, holy and hea- 
Fe $1 ng venly 


donithat we be born of the-ſecond Adam,who 
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venly oncs, Birth of Abraham, Iſaac, and Facob, might 
ſuffice to give admiſſion into the ourward form and court of 
the Church, and unto the Land of Canaan: but ro Heaven 
and the joys and glory thereof, nothing bur a birth from 
Heaven. Nicodemus ſtounding ar this Doctrine and yet 
belicving Chriſt ro be @ Teacher come from God, doth notre- 
ject ir as falſe,but inquires further into it of him who taughe 
him ir, and who he thought alſo was fitteit to inform him 
farther about itz and therefore asked him, how it could be, 
How Cana man be born, ſaith he, when he 15 old ( as probably 
he himſ(clf was) cax he enter tzto his others Womb the ſecond 
time and be born? in which he ſhews the groſneſs of his 
underſtanding, as not being yet acquainted with our Savi- 
ours manner of teaching. He tes likcly-thought (and nor 
amiſs) that our Saviour meant it of ſome more unwonted 
thing then were the legal obſervations, or avy thing they. 
could confer on-men ; and whether it might be ſome ſtrange 
dirth over again in the Fleſh, and perhaps in the Reſur- 
reion (according to ſome fancies of the Platenifis of all 
things after ſome long periods of time tobe acted over 
again as before) he might not know, nor could conceive 
how a man could be{ born again, but by ſuch a reduRion 
. to his firſt entrance into the world again, But its better to 
ſhew our groſneſs of underſtanding, and inquire into truths 
propoſed tous of thoſe that teach us them though we ſpeak 
like fools therein ; then by an over-bathfulneſs, or a deſire 
to be thought wiſer then we are, to conceal our doubts ; 
and to pretend, that we do apprehend what we are igno- 
rat off ; for by ſo doing, we deprive our ſelves of the help 
and inſtrufion, which by propounding our doubts (how- 
ever groſs and ignorant our propoſing of them may,make 
us appear) might be received; and fure, as the Apoſtle 


Thomas his doubting, and exprefling his hardneſs to believe 
ns | occaſioned 
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occaſioned a more full demonſtration of the reality and ve. 
ricy of Chriſts ReſurreRion, to the great benefit and ad- 
vantage not only of himſelt, but alſo of the whole Church 
in the preſent and following ages : So Nicodemus his pro- 


poſing his doubt here, tho therein ſhewing the groſneſs of 


his underſtanding occaſioned and received ſuch further in- 


ſtru&ion into the nature and neceſſity of Regeneration, as 
tended not only to his, but allo to our greater helpfulneſs 
and advantage, For in ver. 5,6. Fefus anfwered, verily,ve- 
rily, I ſay unto thee, Except a man be bornoſ Water and of the 
Spirit , be cannot enter into the Kingdom of God, That which is 
born of the Fleſh is Fleſh, and that which is Lorx of the Spirit is 


Spirit, In which our Saviour ſhews, that his words are nor 


to be grolly taken, as it he ſpake of a fleſhly birth, from 
the Mothers Womb, bur of a Spiritual and Divine birth, 
the Principles whercof are Water and Spirit, By Wa. 
ecr fignifying, that knowledge of God that is often in the 
Scriptures compared to Water. as Fſal. 1, 2,3, Ezek,g7, 
3,4,5, ©c. 1ſa11. 9, Hab. 2,14. Or the free grace 
and love of God held forth, and declaredin the faid know- 
ledge, word, or dorinc« The Water in the word $31,96- 
bs jhutſ,, Eph,y.26.

are hidden and irange (ecrets in the works of Gad that fall 

under our ſenſes which paſs our skill : how much more are 
there wonderful things in the ſpiritual effe&s and praducs 
of the grace and ſpirit of God, which the natursl man can- 


nat. comprehend, As in Ecclef. 11, 5. As thou #noweſt not 


the way of the Spirit, (or of the Wind) zor how the boyes do 


grow in the Womb of her that is with' child : ſo thow knoweſt 


2088 the works of God whois the maker of all thinge, But in this, 
every one that is begot, or born of the Spirtr and thereby is 
made ſpiritual, is like rv the Vind ;. thatthe Natural man

Nicodemus ſtill gr loſt in his gnderſtand- 
ing and not able to conceive thoſe my ſeries, marvailes 
at them, and replies How can theſe things be? or be 
done? To whom our Saviour anſwers by way of re- 
proof to his duineſs and ignorance, Art thou 4 Maſter? 
( Or 4 Teacher ) of Iſrael 4d kyopne } z0t theft things? 
as ſignifying, that thoſe that are teachers of others, 
and chiefly in, and of 1ſrael the Church of God, thould 
be well taught and of good underſtanding in the myſteries 
of God themſelves, and eſpecially, of thoſe ehings that 


. pertain ſo to Gods Kingdom as to be neceſſary to their ad- 


miſfion thereunto, and enjoyment thereof, and that for ſuch 
to be ignorantof and unacquainted' with ſuch things is a 
matter of great (ſhame and blame to them'z and thence 
he takes occaſion to ſhew the difference between ſuch 
maſters in 1ſrcel, and himſelf, and his ſervants the Tea- 
chers ſcnt of God, Perily, very, 1 ſay wnto thee, what we 
kzow we ſpeak, and teftifie what we have ſeen, and no manre- 
cetveth our teſtimony, Wherein our Saviour alſo further 
intimites and inculcates -upon Nicodemus the weightineſs 
and certainty of the DoQrine he rtaughe him about this 
Regeneration, that he might not doubt of tt; though ge. 
nerally over-looked, and not received by men: men tre 
apt to pleaſe themſelves in other matters far ſhort of this, 
ſpending their time and firength in diſputiog, debating, 
preffing and entertaining diſcourſes about more light g and 
1mpertinent things about the out-ſide and form of Reli- 
gion. The Tithing mint, cummis «nd anuiſe; neglefing 
the werghty things concerning Fudgment, Faith, ard the Love 
of God, As our Saviour cl(cwhere faults the Pharifees,,

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Luk, 11,42, Mat. 23. 23. Buſying themſclves in cut- 
ting and lopping off ſome ſuperfluous branches of fin, 
while they let che root, the heare-blindncſs, ignorance, 
and unbelief of God and his Grace, and the rejections 
of that, alone : and ſo under pretences, and formes of 
religion and godlineſs,about which they wrangle, they 
let go, or deny the Power, life, and heart of it. Paint 
and gild over rotten Poſts, and Pires, and Images of 
Men deſtitute of the true Life, andPower of God in 
them. The Phariſees could conteſt about Purifications, 
outward Waſhings, Sacrificings, obſervations of Sab- 
baths, and other times and places of bireun a and 
ſuch like Ceremonies : _ great zcal they had to 
bring men to be of their mind and way in fuch things g 
pretending to, and perſwading them.that that way they 
ſhould be fix for Gods Kingdom. But our Saviour who 
knew all things perfely, is for the botrom and ground- 
work of all right and accepiable Religign. . He knew 
(and eaught, and ſpake what he knew) that it was in 
vain to endeavour to make the fruit good, while the 
Tree that (hou}d produce it abides naught and corrupr, 
He ids therefore: farſt, wake che Tree gaod, and then the 
fruit good. z, becauſe 4 good Tree cannot: bring farth bad 
fruit, nor @ corrupt Tree goed fruit. Inſtead then, of 
doting about queſtians, and ſtrifes of words, and out- 
{ide Ceremonies, and-ſhews, or works of Righteouſ- 
neſs of qur own, aftarcghe Law, which can never make 
us good, or fitus for the Kingdom of God ; he would 
have us look to the main : tobe made new Creatures. 
That is,ſo to know and mind the grace of Gad in Chriſt 
(which he after unfolds inthe verſes.I have pitched up- 
on, and.ſome that follow them) that qur hearts may 
4here-through herenewed d,00.lova and truſt in him, 
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and worſhip God, in, and by him, in Spirit and Truth: 
otherwiſe, by their birth be what it will, their Circum. 
ciſion never ſo exactly, according to the Letter of the 
Law : their Baptiſms, Waſhings, and Purifieations, 
never ſo many, or diligently made ; their Sacrificcs 
never ſo coſtly, their Faſts never ſo frequent, their 
Prayers never ſo long, or ferventy their outward 
walkings among men never ſo blameleſ(s and circym- 
ſpe; yet, without a new Heart and Spirit, made ſo 
by the grace of God, diſccrned and imbraced, and 
his. Spirit there-rhrough tn his opcrations and ecffica- 
cies complied with, all, would avail nothing to the 
injoyment of Gods Kingdom, And this is very need. 
ful co be minded by us,and the truch and certainty herc- 
of inculcated, and Chriſt and his holy Setvants to be 
lined to init,as Teachers that knew,and were certain 
of what they taught : and not the #lizd folloped; that 
grope at things as in the dark z and who, while they 
would be teachers of the Law know not what they ſay, nor 
whereof they affirm. Whoas the Prophet 1ſarabſaith, 
Lay out money for that which is not bread, and their labour 
and ſtrength for that which ſatisfieth wot, Iſa.55. 2, Dote- 
ing about queſtions and firifes of words, of which come con- 
teutions and peruerſe diſputes, to no godly edifying: Or 
leading men to walk in a road of Practices, Obſcrvati- 
ons, and Performances of External duties without the 
Root, the great myſtery of godlineſs, the right under- 
ſtanding, perception, and receit of the grace of God 
in Chriſt, ſo as rothe renewing them in the Spirit of 
their mind, about which, there is in many, both Teach- 
ers and Profeſſors of Religion, exceeding great blind- 
neſs, and thence incertainty, and confuſion in-cheir ap- 
prchenſions : The labour of the fooliſh wearing every one 

of 
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of them, Lecauſe they know not the way imto the City, Ecclel. 
I0. 15. Much zeal there is, and may be about the 
outward form and time of Baptiſme, the manner and 
way of Praying, receit of the Supper, or Communion, 
Hearing, Faſting, the times and places of Worſhip, 
with ics Formes and Ceremonies; yea, and abour 
walking 1n divers Religious practices, when yet 1n- 
wardly, pride and arrogancy, confidence in cur ſelves, 
our own frames or works, with unbclicf, and rejeaion 
of the Grace and Truth of God ; Dcſpiſing, Hating, 
and even Perſecuting men, becauſe differing in their 
modes and apprehenfſions : Envy, Malice, Covertoul- 
| neſs, Fraud, and ſuch like things, lurk and bear ſway 
underneath. And yet men are apt tothink, all is well 
with them, and incourage themſelves, and one ano- 
ther to expect Gods Kingdom. Crying, Peace, peace, 
where God ſpeaks not .peace, and healing the hurts 
ſlightly that ſhould be made ſound ; like thoſe in Fere- 
 miabs days, that thought their having Gods Temple ard 
Worſhipamong rhem, ſhould ſecure them from Judg- 

ment, though their hearts were. uncircumciſed, and 
their ways and doings naught and unmended. Bur 
its good totake heed to found Doftrine ; the whole- 
ſome words of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt : and of his ho- 
ly ones, taught and inſtrufted by hia ; for they ſpate 
what they knew, and teflified what they ſee, nor ſtcaring 
our courſe by the multitude, for ſo we ſhould be re- 
jecers of the Truth, For Chriſts Do@rine was nor 
ſo crouded after, as to be heartily imbraced, by the 
moſt, for then would he not have ſaid, We ſpeak what 
we know, and teftifie what we have ſeen, and no manrecety- 
«th our teſtimony ; wherein aftcr ſignification of his

and faithſulneſs in teaching, he faults and complains 
of the too great want of creditto#, and receitof their 
faithful teachings by the generality of men: which he 
yet fignityeth to be the more inexcuſable, becauſe he 
ſpake but hitherro of thizgs Earthly or done upon earth, 
and therefore th.nce argues, their greater unfitneſs, 
and incapacity for Heauenly things more properly, and 
in a fuller ſenſe ſuch. Tf 7 havetold yew Erthly things, 
and ye believe not, how ſhall ye beliee if I tell you of 
Heavenly 2 v.12. As implying alfo,his fitneſs and ability, 
for declaring the heavenly things (the things done or 
to be donein Heaven) alſo. Yea,and he further fignt- 
ſies his only fitneſs and ſufficiency for declaring them, 
in what he adds, viz. when he faith, ver. 13, And 
20 man hath aſcended np into Heaven, but he that came down 
from Heaven, eutn the Son of Man who is in Heauen, 


| Signiſying 'as his own deſcent trom, and yet being in 


Heaven : ſo that none but He, That Son of Man, is fit 
or able to declarethe things of Heaven, becauſe none 
elſe came down thence furniſhed with the Knowledge 
of them. 
And whereas, Nicodemus might ſtill be more ama- 
zed at theſe intimations of his coming downtrom Hea- 
ven, aſcending upto Heaven,and beinz in Heaven,even 
while he fee and heard him on the Earth, ſpeaking 
ro him, he adds the words of the Text, And 46 
Moſes lifted up the Serpent inthe Wilderneſs, [0 muſt the 
Soy of man be lifted up; that whoſoever believeth on him 
ſhould not periſh but have eternal life. Of which he 
gives the reaſon in the next verſes. For God ſo lowed 
the world, that be gave bis only begotten Son,'that whofo- 
ever belteveth on bem ſhould 10t periſh, but have everlaſti 
life, &c, Whence we may note by the way, that nn 
L 
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did not for Regenerating Nrcodemus,Preach to him ſome 
particular love, or ſpecial manifeſtation of tr to him, 
more than to others; but generally, love or grace, even 
the love of Godto the:Warld.” As the Apaſtle Paul 
alſo rells us,':that,. that which ſaved him, and others 
fzom their natura}.and ſinful Rate, was:the appeararce 
of the love, and pity of God to mankind. Tt. 3.3, 4, He 
ſ:ieh not, it was ſome peculiar love ro them, more then 
to others that was made to appear, : as the-abjeQ@ upon 
which their eyes and. hearts avcre faſtned; bur the love 
of God to man more indefinitely and generally, And 
therefore they are not ro be heard, whozrejeRing the 
Teſlimony of Gods love and grace (to mankind,and to 
the World, make it their firſt 8nd:m3un-buſineſs ro 
Preach, ſpecial and particular love:to ſame .cleRt 
and:choſcn ones, as 'the way to bring Souls:in.co God, 
Let us follow the way.our Saviour hath walked in be- 
fore us; Preach to men Gods good will and love, as 
reſtifyed to all in general inthe gift of Chriſt, and 
leave it to God to bear:tcſtimony itothe word of rhis 
grace, and to work therewith ; opening+theirunder- 
ſtandings, and perſwading their hearts to tgibrace it, 
and evidencing and bearing witneſs :to;them,; as he 
ns cas their hearts 'ſces- good. .- (Af.

Moſes made @ Serpent of Bruſ5 and fet it up, &'s. though 
in verſ. 6, Its called a fiery Serpent; That is,the reſem- 
blance of ſuch a kind of Serpent as 1s ſocalled, From 
this,: we ' might by the way obſerye, :Thar in; Gods 
Ordinances, Sacraments {and ſometimes otherwiſe, 
or i} other caſes) the Figures, Reſemblances;Memd- 
rialls, and Significations of things, are- called: in the 
.Scriptures by the names of the things reſembled pr re- 
-membred by them, ' So we find Angels appearing like

Adofes though 
King in Feſursp, yet did not order the people after his 
own will, norappoint them Ordinances and. inftituti- 
vns of his own head :- but depended on: God for di- 
rection;,md propoſed then, what heappoitited chem. 
Notoihence, 'tliac ins-yor -men'(though never:(o 

great 
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great Magiſtratcs, or of acver {o great Authority ip ths 
Church) of their own heads ro make, and eret.means 
and ordinances of Salvation : nor ſignihcant Sacraments 
in Gods Church, in the uſe of which, men.may and 
are toexpet bleiſing : but this is Gods, and Chriſis 
Prerogative, As men can give no blefling with thetr 
inſticutions ; ſoneither can they make Ordinances. for 
God to bleſs, or promiſe Gods bleſſing with chem they 
make, that men in the uſe of them may watt with 
confidence, and good ground for it, cherein, Its Gods 
part to appoint the mediums which we are to make uſe 
of as Sacraments, or divine Ordivances z and promile, 
and givc bleſſing in the dye uſe of them, according to 
his appointment: and in ſuch mediums we may expect 
and find blcfling, no matter how unlikely, ax; homely 
be their matter. God whohath the ſole power of 1n- 
ſtirucing Ordinances and means of. blefhng, hath pow- 
cr to give bleſſing, with, or by what means he pleaſcth, 
If he vid, {ct up a piece of Braſs, and dire&a wound- 
ed Creature to behold it, and promiſe healing tothe 
beholder by. ic, it is enough co ingage him to. look to it, 
in ſuch a caſe, and roexpeR bencfit by it, accarding to 
his promiſe. Nor ſhall ſuch uſcof it, or expeRaripn 
of help thereby bc fruſtrate. If he bid a Leprous man 
go waſh in Fordap ſeven times, and he ſhall be clcan, 
he is to be obeyed, and healing in that way is to.bc;cx- 
peRed, nor (hull it bemiſled 3-though thoſe, waters in 
themſelves be nothing betrer than others, which never 
{o often wathed in, have no ſuch cffeAs, If Chrift 
make cliy with his ſpirtle and annoiat a mans eyes 
with .it that was barn blind, and þid him go 3nd waſh 
eo give light thereby z. — » Nher[ uſing ke ſame, 

or 
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or like means, without his Authority an hundred times 
over my remain ſtill blind, | 

If he app-int us to be Baptized with Water into his 
Name for the remiſſion of our fins, and receiprof his 
boly Spirit, iris notin vain to practice it; yea, itis a 
fin, and ſuch, as in which we deprive our ſelves of the 
benefir,if we refuſe ir, - And if he bid us take and bleſs, 
and break, and eat a loafe, or a plece of bread, in his 
Name, and in the remembrance of his love to, and 
ſufferings for us ; and rodrink acupof Wine to the 
ſame purpoſe, and ir ſhall be tous his Body and Blood, 
or a Communion of them : its not good to diſpute, or 
deſpiſe his Ordinances, becauſe of the meanneſs of 
cheir viſible matter, but obey and obſerve his appoint- 


ments. For this we may alſo hence note, That the efficacy 


or bleſſing of Gods Ordinances, depend not on the ex- 
cellency, or meanneſs of their outward matter, He 
gives forth his treaſures in earthy Veſſels, and makes ma- 
nifeſt his Power in very weakneſs ; makes the fooliſhneſs 
of the Preaching of the Croſs the power and wiſdom” of God 
to Salvation to them that believe it, Therefore 1ts not 
good fo ſay (as the Sons of Belial ſaid of Saul, when 
God having Anointed him, they deſpiſed him, and 
ſene him no preſents, How can this man ſave us? (o) 
how can this water waſh away our fins? or this bread 
and wine nouriſh our Souls, or promote our eternal 
Life 2 for as there it was not the man that ſaved, but 
the power of God with him, that made him an effeu- 
al mean, or inſtrument of conveying his Salvation as to 
deliverance from their Enemies: So here its not the 
outward mediums of Water, Bread, and Wine; yet, 
or of the words, but the power and appointment of him 
that appointed them, as mediums of hojJding forth his 


grace 
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grace and blcſling to the duly-waiter upon him,in them, 
chat gives the promiſcd efficactes and bleſſings by 
them, or inthe uſe of chem. Wc may, and oughr then 
to attend vpon Gods Ordinances whatſoever they be, 
and expe his preſence and promiſed bleſling, in, and 
by chem. But ſo we neither may nor can by mens de- 
- vices, and human inſtitutions, God or Chriſt have noe 
{>:biddehus, to ſet up Golden, Wooden, Brazen, or 
Silver Croſſes, to mind us of the Croſs of Chriſt; cr 
repreſcnt him to us, by drawing curious Pictures, or 
making Statues for reſembling him to us: and there- 
fore in ſuch things, or any of no higher Original, or 
greater Authority then ſo (as mens deviſed holy Bread, 
holy Water, Oyl, Crean, Spirlec, Croſling, 7.) may 
wenot look for, or expe his bleſſing, and preſence 
with ns. Gods inſtitution, command,and promilſe gives 
any thing, to which they are annexed the virtue to be 
expected; .and upon thoſe grounds ſuch things are to 
be uſed according to his appointment, Ifſay,. accor- 
ding to- his appointment; becauſe, when even ſuch 
things are otherwiſe uſed,they may become rather hurts 
than helps unto us : as we have an inſtance in this 
Brazen Serpent, God commanded ir, and Moſes ſet it 
up at his commandment, to be a medium of conveying, 
healing to the 1ſraelires that were wounded ; not to be 
worſhiped or cenſed,cither by perſunswounded or heal- 
ed, bur to be looked to, by the wounded, in order to 
their being healed. Ard therefore Hezekrah did well, 
and 1ts reckoned amongſt his good adts, that he pulled 
down this Brazen Serpent and brake it in pieces when the 
people went a whoring after it, and: burnt incenſe to 
it, See 2 Kings 18,4, And ſurely to bowe down to, and 
worſhip the mediums, or matters of Gods Ordinances, 
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appointed only to be mediwms of our remembring, :nq 


 Worſhiping him, is a great abuſe of them, much more; 


co worſhip ſuck; things as have only mans an:itority and 
nor Gods, in thcir infticaiton and 1mpoling, as Croſſes, 
Altars, Tetnples, &c. Bur as thofe things be hence ob- 
ſervible: ſo alſo, Nite, Thar God 15 good,ts them that 
waic vpon and follow him, though he ſometime py- 
nick them for their negleRs of him 3; and unbelief, and 
diſtruſt in him ; w:thankfulneſs for his benefits, or 
diſobedience to his Commands; yct he is both lovinz 
to, and carctu} of them, in thetr obcying & follow. 


Ing him. Yea, 'to thoſe alfo, who, having moved 


him to anger, and to puniſh themfor their.ſins, are by 
his puniſhments awakned to Repentance, and brought 
to humble themſelves before him for their offences : 
and rhat'is evident here;in that, whenthe people ha- 
ving by ethe(r murmurings againſt him, provoked him) 
ahd he had'puniſhed them with fiery Serpents that bit 
and wounded them; yet when theyturnedagain and 
humbled themſelvcs, and gor 2oſes to pray for them, 
upon His praying for them, -God appoints -cheim 'this 
way of preſervation, He undertook 'to be'their Phyſi- 
tian, as well as cheir feeder; to healthem, "as well as 
to nourtſh them. And yet irs worthy 'our noting. 
That 'God did nor grant the very thing they defired, 
bur what he ſee-good'ro grantthem, and what-might 
be better for then, then what they deſired. Thethin| 
which 'they deſired Moſes to Pray for was, That G 
would-take away the Serpents: God rakesnor away 
the Serpents, bur provides a means of preſervarion, in 
caſe they were bitren by them. He yer continues the 
chaſtiſement, to mind them of their fin, andto nurture 
them toftand inawe of him : which probably had he 


removed 


. 
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removed the zflition and danper, they. would ſoon 
have ceaſed from. And yet he takes care, 'tHat in 
- obeying him, and his appointment, they mighe ;n (ich 
 calſcs of ſutfcring be kept trom periſhing thereby z and 
\ therefore appoints a means to cine and heal them, 
God is gracious to hear the cries of his poor humbled, 
and penitcnt peoples though he dorh notalwaysgranc 
the very thing they deſire of him, We are apt to ſa- 
vour th- Fiſh, more then the Spirit y and the things 
of Min, more thenthethings of God, in our aftlictions 
& deſires of help tm them, But God conſules the 
good and profit of our Souls, more then the tate of our 
Bodies, in his gracious anſwers tous: we are tooaptito 
' be of this pcoples ſtrain in onr dcfites in ſuch caſes, 
Lord, rake away theſe Serpents, Or as Pharaoh, pray 
ro-God, that-theſe Frogs, or Locufls 'imay depart trom 
us z or thatthe will take awdythis pain, ficknels,vr the 
like, Being more ſcnſible of the trouble of Gods 
 Chaſtiſements, then of the ſins thaxg occaſioned them, 
_ or &pt to believe the good end of God in orderingtham, 
and the profit tous, that he aims at in them : iorvthen. 
we aredeſirousto berid of the fin, and ro be made per- 
takers of the profit, And truly Gods dearchildrenare 
r00 apt to be led by ſenfe intheir defires in ſuch cafes; 
as we may perceive inthe Apoſtle Paul, in what he 
relates of himſelf, till Chriſt had better inſtructed him, 
When God after he had rapt'him up into the third 
Heavens, had ordered tohim 4 thorwe ax the Fleſh,ameſ- 
ſenger of Satan to tuiffet him, ea#t he ſhould be puffed: up, 
or be exalted above meaſure , through the al undance of the 
Revelations givetihim ; hewas weary of'that exerciſe, 
and therefore prayed thrice zo the Lord, char ir might 
depart frombkim, Butafter thar, Chriſt had told him, 
that 
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that his grace was ſuſfictet for bim, then he could mo 
gladly rejoyce in tribulations, 1xfirmiies, neceſſities, &c, 
2 Cor, 12.8, 9, Chriſt dealt with himthere in his de. 
ſires, as God dealt with theſe 1[raelites here. He took 
not away the thorne in the fleſh ; the grief and exer. 
ciſe that he complained of, as he deſired of him : but 
he ſupplied him with his grace to bear it, and receive 
profitby it, Even as here he took not away the Serpents, 
bur cauſed a medecine to be prepared for them, and 
propoſed to them, againſt the deadly hurt of them, 
becauſe he ſaw ir might: be more for their good and 
profit, to be exerciſed ſti]]| with them; that inſuch ex- 
erciſe, they might more prove his power, and the ſuf- 
ficiency of his grace for them ; learn to hope in him, 
ſfiand in awe of him, &c. And is itnotſo with us, as 
- with them, when God tries us with ſickneſs, or pain, or 
bad neighbours, or unkindneſs in, and from Relations? 
Oh, how fain would we be rid ot theſe troubles g we 
are all for this, take away theſe Serpents. Theſe exerciſes 
and afflitions ; but learn we here to know, thatGod 
is your to us, and will do us good in our turning and 
ſeeking to him, though he anſwer us not juſt co our 
deſires, He ſees afflitions and temptations (be they 
what they will) may be needful and behooful tobe con- 
tinued to us. 1 Per, 1. 7. They have not yer perhaps 
had the end, andeffe& inus, and produced the good 
to us he ſent them for. He may ſee, were they re- 
| moved, we would ther; grow negleaful or forgetful of 
him ; orgrow worldly, carnal, careleſs, wanton, kick 
againſt him, &c. And therefore having given us an 
Antidote againſt the evil and deſtruiveneſs of them, 
1n his Son, and his Word as ſetting him before us, he 
pleaſeth till rocomtinue themtous. lr is better for us 
in 
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in ſuch caſes, to imitate our pattern the Lord Jeſus ; 
who, when he was to drink that bittzr Cup which his 
Father gave him to drink, did not pray abſolutely, 
that he might not drink it, or that it might paſs from 
: , him; bur with a thorough reſignation of himſelf to his 
\ Fathers will, prayed ; Father if :t bepoſſille letthis Cup 
paſs from me, zevertheleſs, not my will, but thy will te 
done. | 
3. But view we now, the perſon ſetting it up, and 
that was Moſes, concerning whom, I ſhall only note his 
obedi.nce in doing Gods Commandcment without dif- 
puting ir : He ſaid not, how cana picce of Braſs, made 
in the likeneſs of a Fiery Serpent heal them 2 or would 
it not be better, that the people look only to thee for 
their healing, then to dire their eyes to any ſuch me- 
 diums whereby they may be moved to aſcribe their 
healing, or preſervation, to the medium ; rather then to 
thy ſelf! Butlaying aſide all the exerciſe of his own 
wiſdom and reaſon, againſt the command and will of 
| God, he obeys him. As our Saviout here faith-z and 
the Hiſtory in Numb,.21, 8, 9. ſhews. Moſes lifted up 
the Serpest. And ſoitmay be inſtrutivetous all (and 
co the greateſt Princes, or Officers in Gods Church) 
not to lift up our reaſonings and underſtandings,apainſt 
the will and word of God ; but (to do all things (that he 
by Jeſus Chriſt, and in his name, by his Apoſtles have 
given us in Commandment) without murmurirg 'or diſ- 
puting. Phil. 2.14. As judging God wiſer Non We. 
The only wiſe God z and worthy to be obeyed, how- 
ever abſurd his commands may feem to our wiſdom. 
The fool:ſb things of God, being wiſer then the wiſdom of 
mar, and his weakneſs, ftronger then mans ftrength. Obedi- 


ences tetter then Sacrifice, andte hearken, 15 better then 
the 
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advantageous ways of honouring him, that our wiſdom 
and reaſon propoſes tous, Saul and Feroboam by pre. 
ferring their ſeeming and appearing ptous intentions, 
and carnal pollicies, before Gods Commandments loſt 
their Kingdoms, . And Nadab and Atthu, by effcring 
ſtrange fire loſt their livesz whenas others have always 
met wirh bleſſing in obeying him. 
4. The place where Mofes lifted up the Serpent to 
the end, and upon the accounts atore- mentioned was 
the Wilderneſs. Moſes lifted up the Serpent in the Wil- 
derneſs. God when he brought his people our of Egypt 
led them into, and through the Wilderneſs : a male 
and howling Wilderneſs, a Land of drought and of the ſh- 
dow of death; a Land where no man paſſeth through, and 
where 10 man dwelt. Gods way that he leads people in, 
and en not without Tryals and Temprations ; and 


therefore we arc not to judge: we are Out of Gods «« 


becauſe, or when, we meet with tryals, Or that we 
are in his way, becauſe, or whcn we meet with none, 
The way to know our way,is to mind his VVord g even 
his way, that leads to his beavenly reſt, and eternal 
Kingdom, ts a way that lies ourof che road of the world, 
a way of exerciſe for faith ; a way of trials and temp- 
tations. And yet, as Godin that Wilderneſs, ſhewed 
himſelf alſufficient for his people, provided for'them 


'bread, and water, clothes, and phyſick, or' a way to 


care their wounds, and prevent their perifhing : So 
God is alſufficient for us too in all our trials and-temp- 


rations, and hath provided for us, all grace and bleſ-

And the Apoſtle Paul, ſpeaking of the grace beſtowed 
upon him, and the favour ſhewed him of God an4

ed evidences, of its being the voice and diſpenſation of 
God ; (uch as never was vouchſatfed to any people beſide, 
or to them, at any other time. But that was with ſo much 
rerrour and dreadfulneſs, that the people were not able 
to hear,or to bear it, Yca, Moſes bimſelf, its ſaid, did 
exceedingly fear and quate. Heb. 12.18, 20,21, And 7 
all the people, when they heard the voice of the Vords, - # 
withthe ſound of che Trumppet,and terrible Thundrings, * 


accompaning Gols ſo ſpeaking to them, and ſaw the *# 


Lightnings, the Fire, and the Mountain burning, or 
ſmoaking, ſhaking, and trembling under him, fled afar 
off ; deſiring of Moſes, that they might no more h:ar 
God ſpeaking after that manner to them : but thar he 
would go near to God, and hear his Commandements, 
and bring ir to them, and they would hear it, and doit, 
Exod, 20,18,19, Deut. 5.29, 30, Bebold, ſay they, 
Our God bath ſhewed w his Glory,and greatneſs ;, and we have 
heard his voice out of the midſt of the fire, we have ſeen to day 
that God ſpeaketh with man, and he doth live ; but now where- 
fore ſbould we die ? for that great fire will conſume us, if 
we ſhould go on to hear the Voice of our God, we ſhould ſurely 
aye : for 18 there any fleſh that hath heard the voice of the 1i1- 
zng God, ſpeaking out of the midft of the fire, as we have done, 
6nd yet doth live ?

They have well ſpoken all that they have ſaid, A Prophet 
will I raiſe up tothem cut of therr brethrex like unto thee, and 
1 will put my words ito his mouth, and he ſhall [peak tothem 
whatſoever 1 command him. Dcur. 18. 16, 17, 18. But 
there aroſe no Prophet like to Molcs in 1ſrael. Saith, Deut,34, 
10. Thercfore God fulfilled their deſire, and his own

The Word by which all things were made, to be made 

Fleſh; and in ſpeaking forth his mind & will,yea himſelf 
to Mankind by him for herein we have God ſpeaking to 
us, & yet aProphet raiſed up for us out of 7ſrael,by whom 
he ſpeaks. As. 3-22, Such a Prophet of God, as is God 
himſelf, God ſpeaking in, and by a man, a Son of Man : 
yea, ſuch a Son of 'man, as is fitll God, The ſame thar 
was inthe begining with God : yet ſocovered, and hid 
under the veil of the Fleſh, or Manhood, that his voice 
r:rifies not from hearing ir. Men might draw nigh to 
him, hear and ſpeak to him, converſe with him, and re- 
ceive inſtruRion from him,and thereby be drawn to God, 
to love and believe on him, Surely, this is a very great 
grace and favour ot God a marvailuus condeſcention of 
the Divine Majcſty to us, in which, alſo he hath done 
foruss as Fob ſometimes deſired of God for himſelf,

22, The Scripture hath can- 
cluded ll under fin, that the promiſe by Feith of Jeſw Chnif 
might be given to themthat believe, Mark 16,16, Hetbs' 
believeth and 15 Baptiſed ſball be faved: and be that believe 
not ſhall be Condemned, And in this Chapter, ver. 18. |

Suck there are among Chriſtians ſo called, who Preach 
 btptheir Works and Doing-, yea, rotten Ceremonies 
and DoQrines of Devils, to the obſcuring and hindring 
the Knowledg of Chriſt, 1 Tr, 4-1, 2, cither crying 
them up alone and without Chriſt, or as joyned in Co- 
partnerſhip with him. Yea, and here we may obſerve 
that what 4heProphet 1/4 ſaith, of mens having their 
ear tzvght them by the Precepts of men, is noc_only 
applicable-to thoſe thac cry up and receive the Com- 
mandments and Impoſitions of the worldly and feculac 
Powers, and great Rulers of the people, which {warve 
fom Gods Law and Do&rine as thoſe in the former 
times of 7ſyael, that when their Kings (er up their Thre- 
tholds by Gods Threſholds, and their Poſts by his Poſts, 
Ezet. 43- 7,8. walked in the Scatures of che Heathen, 
and of the Kings of 1/r«el which they made, 2 Kings 17.8, 
$9 6s the Statutes of Ori were kept and all the Works / -— 
r 
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bouſe of Ahab, and their Counſels, were obſerved more then 
the Lords, Mich. 6,16. But our Saviour applied thar 
formentioned ſaying to the Scribes and Pharaſees, who 
were perſons of the ſtricteſt Se of Religion among the 
Fews, and a party not only diſtin&,bur alſo of a different 
complexion from the Herodians ; taxing them for ma. 
king void Gods Commandments, by the Tradition of 
their Elders: For which he calls them Hypacrices, and 
rells them, 7» ais they worſhipped the true God, while they 
tauybt for DotFrines, the Commandmexts of men, Mat,15. 
7,8, 9. Toinſtruct us, that even the Sayings, Gloſles, 
and Scriptureleſs Traditions of the moſt zealous and ftri- 
Reſt Profeſſors of Religion, when they are attended _ 
and urged upon men as things to be believed, and their © 
fear of God to be framed by them, rather then Gods 
Sayingss the Fear and Worſhip of God is thereby cor- 
rupted, andrendred vain, Let thoſethen look to it and 
beware,who denying that Chriſt hath died for all, and is 
the Propitiation of the fins of the whole World z do put 
men upon receiving the G]cſſes of their zealous Elders, 
and ſo upon Ways and Rules of their impofing, where- 
by to know that Chriſthath died for them, and they may 
apply themſelves ro him as their Saviour preferring 
and impoſing upon men, to believe nawkes ſuch like 
Traditions as thoſe, be'ore the Sayings of the Holy 
Ghoſt, viJ., That God hath eleted ſome to Eternall 
Life antecedently to his purpoſe of ſending Chriſt z and 
for them only he defigned and (erit him as a Saviour, and 

| forthemonly hedicd to ſave themzand that all the reſt he 
hated and Reprobared from all poſlibilicy of eternal Sal- 
vation; and defigned to Deſtrucion either-in the pure 
. created Lamp, or in the fallen Maſs,and therefore Chriſt 
_ died not for them, nor would God have them faved. 
And then for mens coming to know-that Chriſt — for 
: cms; 
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them 3 and ſo that there.is a way made for their Salva- 
tion, they put chem upon labouring after, and getting 
ſuch Faith and Frames, as are properly the effets and 
products of that knowledg, firſt held forth in the Gol- 
pel to them, and believed or received by them: Putting 
grievous burthens and heavy tobe born, as the Phariſees 
of old were wont to do, in ſtead of direQing them to 
Chriſt, as one who hath certainly come into the World 
and Died for them, that he might be their Saviour z and 
they in receiving and believing on him, might be ſaved 
by him, Ifay, lettheſe and ſuch like Perſons, and they 
that depend upon thzm, look to that above noted, 
concerning our Saviours application of that ſaying in 
the Prophet 1/aiah, to the ſtrit and zealous phovilees 
but this will lead us to another matter of reproof, viz.

2, As ſome (ſuch there are at this day, and 
that of diverſe ſorts, and extreamly oppoſite the one to 
the other : As the Papiſts who lite up prayers to Saints, 
the Virgin Mary, Pilgrimages, Penances, and many the 
like humane Taventions and Devices ; yea, 'the Pope 


himſelf, and obedience to him, and (ome who abhor = 
Fft 2 them, 
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them, yet liſt up fuchaform of B _—_ or of Cove- 
nanting, 0r the obſervation of the Seyentit-day Sabbath, 
diſtin tons'of Meats, &#c, Or, 

2, When they lift htmnot vp his} enough fo 25above 
al}, but life up other things above- him, and Jay more 
fkreſs upon' them then upcn Chriſt; and the knowledg 
and mindivineſs of him, as fore of them” before menti- 
oned, Asirs to be feared thzt: fome do fo lift np their 


— forms of Baptizing, or the being Baptized” again ; and 


others their own Sorrows, Humiltattons, Reformations, 
&c, not as Fruits or Efficacies ſpringing up from Chrift 
lifted up,and looked to, but as things through ignorance 
of Chriſt, putinplace of Chriſt ; which alſo uſually or 
often ſprings from what is a fault in too many, 752. 

3. The not lifting him up to all as a remedy prepared tor 
all ſinners, while it's a day of Grace towards them,as one 
who Died foral!, and is riſen again, and is the Propitia- 
tion for the fins of the whole World ;_ though it be fo 
atteſted of concerning him clearly in the Scriptures, as 
in 1 Tim 2,6: Heb;2.9, 1Fohy2,2, And theſe alſo 
(as all thz reſt be) are very Injurious unto men z be- 
cauſe they rendrinz doubtful to men, whether there be 
Virtye in him for them, and ſo whether there be hope 
for them, by taking away or rencriag urcert2in the hope 
of Succeſs, they unhinge thern as it were in their endea- 
vours, Yea, making them believe, that if they be of 
the number of thoſe he is ſet up for, they muſt needs 
injoy the benefit of him inevitablyz not only it they ſeek, 
but alfoif they. would flrive againſt it,yet they cannor fail, 
becauſe by an irreſfiſtable power cauſing them, they muſt 
be brovght ro it, they render ail eyeing him or ſtriving 
to behold him: needleſs. Or it they withal (contrary 
to their own principles) tell them there is a need of, ſeek-. 
ng to him, yet-while they tell them it's not for all, -=

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for ſome Ciſcriminated perſons cnly in Gods ſecrer pars 
poſe, who may know that they are of that number by ſuch 
marks and'frames. ſigns and differences z they pur them 

upon ſeeking for ſuch differencing marks & ſigns firlt,and 
_ civeit them from eyeing the Croſs of Chriſt (rowhich 

they ſhould dire them) and turn them to ſome other 
things, which-are nothing of him. Juſt as if «Moſes 
thould have perſwaded the people: (or rather: fome othet 
oppaſtng Moſes) that God had not ordained the Serpent 
of Bras, - tor a remedy for all the: wounded people ; bor 
for ſome ſach only as might know themſelves to be: the 
perſons, by ſome preparatory operations:and partial heal- 
10gs, effected by ſome other means firſt, ſome: Herbs; 
Plaiſters,or the like; and fo ſhould thereby have diverced 
their Eyes from the Serpent of Braſs, to other medicines 
which alſo might be ſo long; in-getting,. or ſo impefſible 
to be gotten (as: no good ſign of diſcriminative love is'to 
be met with, antecedent to the looking to* Chriſt diſco- 
vered in the Goſpel) that they mighr in the interim, 
havedied of their VVounds: So that theſe alſoare exceed- 
ingly injurious to men herein, through-want of right un- 
eerſtanding, and that a!ſo through nor believing, as the 
Scripture hath ſaid, John 7.38, 1 

4. They alſo exalt or lift Eim not-up rightly,or are too 
much deteRive therein, who do it not-at' all rimes, in, 
_ and unto every Matter and Service of: their Miniſtration), 
tor the healing. every Sting of: the: Serpents, every DiÞ- 
eaſ- and Malady of the. Soul: Yea, and'/for prefervin 
it evety where in healthy too, when reſtored, D 
aright exalter of him, calling upon others 0 wagnifie the 
Lord with him, and.that they would exlt his Name togt- 
ther 5 faith, 1 will Lleſs the Lord at alb11mes, his proiſe ſol 
becontinually in my: month, Plal. J4.T, 2 3. And elſe- 
where;. My: monub ſhall. ſbew: forth his Righteouſneſs, _ 
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his Salvation, all the day long, Pſal. 73,15. As fieni- 
 fying that what ever he had to do, or ſay, in the Service 
of God, and of his Generation, he would do it in the 
Name and Commendation of the Lord, even of the 
Lord ſeſus, Pſal.
